Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendments, see the amendment, filed February 21 st , 2008, removes the rejection 
based on Strohmeier et al. in view of DeSimone. 

Allowable Subject Mutter 
Claims 3-5, and 7-10 are allowed over the prior art of record for the reasons set forth in the 
previous Office Actions (paper numbers 20070329 and 200801 10).
